A  couple  of  Brubaker/Central  Tavern  pieces  from  Ida,  a 
Dundee  R  A  M.  penny  token  and  an  ANA  Monroe,  Ml/Dr.  Heath 
token.  At  the  Craig  Whitford  auction  I  was  able  to  add  some 
WWII  German-related  pieces  to  my  collection.  All  the  dealers  1 
spoke  with  said  they  were  really  pleased  with  the  attendance  and 
all  the  people  buying.  There  is  another  MSNS  show  in  the  spring. 
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This  year  it  will  be  held  in  East  Lansing  at  the  Kellogg  Center.

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Franklin  Mint  to  Discontinue 
Minting 


As  reported  in  the  January  14,  2002  issue  of  Coin  World ,  The 
Franklin  Mint  will  case  its  manufacturing  operations  at  the  end  of 
February,  bringing  an  end  to  its  production  of  coins,  medals  and 
ingots. 

Gwen  Gorr,  a  spokeswoman  for  Frank  Mint,  said  the  company's 
“business  has  changed  over  the  years  and  coins  and  medals  have 
become  a  smaller  part  of  what  we  produce.” 

If  the  company  decides  to  offer  these  types  of  products  in  the 
future  they  would  be  outsourced  from  overseas,  according  to  Gorr. 

At  the  height  of  its  operation  as  a  private  mint  in  the  1 960s  and 
1970s,  the  Franklin  Mint  struck  coins,  medals  and  ingots  for 
collectors,  as  well  as  coins  for  foreign  governments.  The  finn 
produced  medals  in  dozens  of  series,  some  for  other  firms,  others 
for  sale  to  its  customers. 

The  Franklin  Mint  originated  as  the  General  Numismatics 
Corporation.  It  is  located  on  Route  1  in  Franklin  Center

H&K  870  is  listed  ‘  Type  IV  of  the  Century  of  Progress  Colorado 
Dollars  of  1933  \  in  conjunction  with  Colorado’s  participation  at  the 
1933  World’s  Fair  in  Chicago,  Illinois.
